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BUMPER WORLD COCOA BEAN CROP HARVESTED IN 1981/82 _ 


SUMMARY 


World cocoa bean production for the 1981/82 October-September crop year is 
estimated at a record 1.72 million metric tons, up slightly from the 1980/81 
outturn of 1.69 million tons and indicating a global stock increase for the 
fifth consecutive year. Smaller harvests in Brazil, Cameroon, = Ecuador, -and 
Ghana are being more than offset by record crops in the Ivory Coast and 
Malaysia and by a modest recovery in Nigerian output. With new plantings 
coming into bearing in the Ivory Coast, Brazil, and Malaysia, the outlook is 
for continued large world crops for the next several years. (Based on past 
performance, the chances are two out of three that actual world production 
will not vary more than 3.5 percent from the estimate given above.) 


Since world consumption is expected to lag behind the expansionary trend in 
production during the next several years, global stocks are likely to remain 
at relatively high levels and prices are expected to be under pressure from 
this unbalanced supply/demand position. Based on current projections, world 
stocks are forecast to increase by 79,000 tons this year, following increases 
of 92,000, 142,000, 22,000 and 87,000 tons, respectively, during the preceding 
4 years. 


World cocoa bean grindings in 1982 are forecast to increase by 2.5 percent to 
a record 1.62 million tons, reflecting ample cocoa supplies and lower sugar 
prices. Poor global economic conditions and widespread use of cocoa sub- 
stitutes and extenders are preventing a more rapid expansion of cocoa con- 
sumption. 


Cocoa bean prices (the average of the daily closing price of the nearest 3 
active futures trading months on the New York market) averaged 89.8 cents per 
pound during 1981, down from a year earlier levels of $1.13 and well below the 
record 1977 level of $1.72 per pound. Prices during January 1982 averaged 
95.6 cents per pound, but fell during February to 89.6 cents as traders became 
increasingly concerned about the ability of the International Cocoa Agreement 
(ICCA) to support prices. A meeting of the International Cocoa Council (ICCO) 
is scheduled for mid-March to discuss additional financing for the Buffer 
Stock Fund and to consider raising the export levy to 3 cents per pound.

U.S. imports of cocoa beans and products were up sharply in 1981, but because 
of lower world prices the value of these items fell to $916 million from $920 
million in 1980. The volume of U.S. exports of cocoa products increased by 16 
percent in 1981. The value of these exports was $60 million, compared with 
$44 million a year earlier. 


MAJOR PRODUCERS 


Ivory Coast purchases from growers (including cocoa marketed from Ghana) are 
expected to reach a record 440,000 tons, 7 percent greater than the bumper 
1980/81 harvest of 412,000 tons. Under the Government's 5-year plan 
(1981-85), increased emphasis is placed on improving productivity by better 
management practices. Cocoa processing capacity will be increased to 150,000 
tons from the current level of 100,000 tons and further increases are planned 
to put capacity at 180,000 tons by 1990. However, the four processing plants 
now in operation utilized only 80,000 tons of cocoa beans in 1981, down peon 
90,000 tons a year earlier . 


Despite declining world prices, the Government is maintaining the producer 
price at 300 CFA/kilogram, but has eliminated the subsidies paid for new 
plantings. Efforts are continuing to improve quality by utilizing better 
fermentation and drying procedures. The total area planted to cocoa was 
estimated at 1,173,000 hectares during the 1981/82 season, an increase of 
10,000 over a year ago and double the 1971/72 level of 586,300 hectares. It 
is believed that perhaps as much as one-third of the cocoa trees have not yet 
matured and production by the mid-1980's will approximate 500,000 tons. 


Ivory Coast exports of cocoa beans reached a record level of 305,284 tons in 
1980. The major recipients of the shipments were the Netherlands with 2975:250 
tons, the United States 50,103, West Germany 48,293, the USSR 25,939, France 
17,646, and the United Kingdom 12-057 "tons. Exports of cocoa butter in 1980 
totaled 13,894 tons, cocoa paste 31,439 tons, and cocoa powder 2,019 tons. 
The United States and France were the largest markets for the cocoa products 
shipments. : 


Ghana's purchases are now forecast to fall below the 1980/81 total of 258,000 
tons, reflecting continued large scale movement of cocoa into the Ivory Coast 
and Togo and to the uncertainty as to whether all of the crop will be har- 
vested because of the lack of funds to pay growers. The Government increased 
the producer's price for the 1981/82 season to 360 cedis per 30 kilograms, a 
jump of 200 percent over the 120 cedis paid previously. However, Ghana's Pro- 
visional National Defense Council recently announced that this large increase 
in the growers' price granted by the administration of former President Hilla 
could no longer be afforded and that the National Treasury was depleted and it 
would not be possible to continue to pay that price. In addition, payment for 
part of the 1980/81 crop has yet to be made to growers. 


Movement of cocoa from the interior to port continues to be a major problem. 
But the new military Government has mobilized students to help evacuate the 
crop, which has helped to alleviate the problem somewhat. Thus, the volume of 
this year's harvest and exports depends on the new Government's ability to 
provide the necessary resources of money, management, and equipment to support 
the harvesting and transportation of the crop to ports for shipment to over- 
seas markets. 


Nigerian production (including cocoa marketed through Benin) is easily 
expected to exceed the 1980/81 outturn of 159,000 tons. Since the producer 
price of 1,300 naira per ton is well above world market levels, the Government 
has been reluctant to enter into export sales this season, hoping to sell to 
the Buffer Stock of the ICCA instead. 


Two new cocoa processing factories are scheduled to open later this year with 
each having an annual capacity of 30,000 tons. One of the new facilities is 
located at Ede in Oyo State and is jointly owned by the Oyo State Government 
and a West German firm. The other new factory is situated at Ile-Oluji in 
Ondo State and is a joint venture by the Ondo State Government and a Romanian 
Company. The new factories will augment the existing Cocoa Industries Ltd. 
plant at Ikeja, near Lagos. 


Brazilian production has been revised downward from earlier estimates to 
325,000 tons, reflecting a disappointing main crop harvest. However, pro- 
spects remain excellent for a bumper temporao crop of over 3 million bags 
(180,000 tons). The 1980/81 Brazilian crop was a record 357,000 tons, con- 
sisting of a Bahia main crop of 2,658,422 bags (159,505 tons), a temporao crop 
of 2,891,604 bags (173,496 tons), and production from other states of 400,000 
bags (24,000 tons). 


Ecuador's production is forecast at 80,000 tons, down slightly from the pre- 
vious year, and well under the large 1979/80 harvest of 95,000 tons. Pro- 
visional export data for 1981 have been released and are presented in the 
following table along with 1980 data for comparsion:

Malaysian production has been revised upward to 60,000 tons for 1981/82, 28 
percent greater than the record 47,000 tons produced a year earlier. Produc- 
tion is expected to rise sharply over the next several years as new plantings 
come into bearing and young trees increase in productivity. 


The Peark State Government recently announced its intention to open 20,000 
hectares of new lands for cocoa under the Fourth Malaysia Plan (1981-85). In 
Sabah, Permodalan Plantations has secured a M$60 million loan to develop 8,100 
hectares of secondary jungle in the Kinabatangan District into a cocoa and 
coconut plantation. Also in Sabah, a 1,400 hectare site south of Lahad Datu 
will be opened to cocoa by Lion Plantations Sdn. Bhd. In Peninsular Malaysia, 
a subsidiary of Multi-Purpose Holdings has entered into an agreement with 
Kumpulan Perangsany of Selangor to develop a 60 hectare site on the Lenggeng 
Estate into cocoa. 
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MAJOR CONSUMERS 


U.S. cocoa bean grindings curing the 4th quarter of 1981 totaled 47,059 tons, 
ll.1 percent greater than the corresponding 1980 period when grindings 
amounted to 42,368 tons. The annual 1981 grind was 190,179 tons, a third 
larger than the 1980 total of 142,212 tons. The amount of liquor melted dur- 
ing the 4th quarter totaled 5,706 tons, compared with 8,447 tons during the 
corresponding 1980 period and cocoa butter meltings amounted to 8,511 tons, up 
Slightly from 7,902 tons during the 4th quarter in 1980. 


The West German 4th quarter grind increased by 4.8 percent to 44,681 tons, 
bringing annual 1981 grindings to 159,440 tons, compared with the 1980 total 
of 151,217 tons. Both the 4th quarter and annual grinds for the Netherlands 
and the United Kingdom were larger than a year earlier. 


INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 


International Cocoa Agreement--A success or failure? 


After several months of operation, the International Cocoa Agreement (ICCA) 
has had mixed results in supporting cocoa prices. But many view the ICCA as a 
failure, because it attempted to support prices at a too high a level with 
insufficient reserves in the Buffer Stock Fund (BSF). Further adding to these 
problems has been the fact that the world's largest producer, the Ivory Coast, 
and the largest consumer, the United States, are not members of the Agree- 
ment. After reaching a 5-year low in June, world cocoa prices rallied on the 
news that the ICCA would be put into effect. However, the market again turned 
bearish as it became apparent that the BSF purchases and reserves were in- 
adequate to support prices at the ICCA floor level. 

The ICCA was provisionally implemented on August 1, 1981, as only 72 percent 
of producers and 62 percent of consumers had either signed or notified of pro- 
visional application. An 80 percent producer and 70 percent importer partici- 
pation is required for full implementation. However, the International Cocoa 
Organization Council (ICCO) approved an extension to March 31, 1982 for 
governments to deposit instruments of ratification, acceptance, and approval 
for the new ICCA. Utilizing the available reserves of approximately $236 
million, the BSF Manager began to purchase cocoa in defense of the $1.10 per 
pound floor price on September 28. But by October 7, purchases of cocoa had 
reached 61,325 tons, causing concern that the BSF would become quickly 
depleted without achieving the ICCA objectives. 


The ICCO met on October 20, to discuss arrangements for borrowing money to 
finance additional purchases by the BSF. The BSF then made only token 
purchases and by November 5, a total of 64,345 tons at a cost of $153 million 
had been bought. With remaining reserves deemed adequate enough to buy only 
an additional 36,000 tons, the BSF withdrew from the market. However, the BSF 
Manager reentered the market in early January and cumulative purchases totaled 
77,405 tons at a cost of $183 million by the 15th, and by the end of the 
month, they reached 87,942 tons.

Under the ICCA rules, the BSF is authorized to purchase up to a maximum of 
250,000 tons of cocoa. The BSF Manager can purchase up to 10,000 tons. daily, 
but no more than 35,000 tons during any 5 consecutive working days, up to a 
maximum of 100,000 tons. Should purchases reach this level and the indicator 
price is still below $1.10 per pound for 5 consecutive days, the lower inter- 
vention price will drop to $1.06 per pound. The Manager will then be required 
to buy up to 75,000 tons in defense of the new price level if conditions dict- 
ate such action. 


The Executive Committee of the ICCO met in mid-Novmeber to decide on actions 
to aid the BSF. It decided to establish an ad hoc committee to assist the BSF 
Manager in negotiating a commercial loan of up to $120 million and to 
authorize the Manager to begin negotiations with cocoa producers for the 
direct purchase of 36,000 tons of current crop cocoa for shipment no later 
than July 1982. The Manager would also have the option of further direct 
purchases from producers of up to 60,000 tons on a deferred payment basis for 
snipment by September 1982. 


The ICCO Director was asked te continue consultations with the International 
Monetary Fund about assistance to exporting countries in connection with their 
contribution to the BSF. The Committee also decided to increase the 1l-cent 
per pound levy on exports (from which the BSF obtains its reserves) effective 
October de Ags2Z- 


The Cocoa Producers Alliance (CPA) announced at its December meeting in Accra, 
Ghana tnat it would offer 35,000 tons of cocoa for sale to the BSF. Distri- 
bution of the quantity for sale was as follows: Brazil 15,000 tons, Nigeria 
8,000, Ghana 6,400, and Cameroon 5,600 tons. However, the BSF Manager stated 
that the quantity bought.,;from each country would be at his discretion and 
would be on a "cash-agains{;document basis." 

The CPA consists of the ivory Coast, Brazil, Ghana, Nigeria, Cameroon, Gabon, 
Ecuador, Colombia, and Togo (Mexico and Sao Tome have applied for member- 
ship). The CPA has also announced that they are considering stockpiling 
60,000 tons of 1982/83 crop cocoa to aid the BSF efforts to support cocoa 
prices. 


A syndicate of private Brazilian banks announced in late November that they 
were prepared to lend the BSF $85 million, but no action was taken regarding 
this loan until the January meeting of the ICCO. 


At the conclusion of the ICCO meeting in London on January 29, it was decided 
to double the l-cent per pound export levy effective October 1, 1982 and the 
BSF Manager was directed to seek better terms and conditions for the Brazilian 
bank loans that would be used to finance additional buffer stock purchases. 
Although the approval of the 2-cent per pound levy clears the way for accept- 
ing the $75 miliion loan from the Brazilian banks, some analysts felt that 
this amount would not be an adequate margin to sustain buffer stock buying. 
The BSF Manager was also directed to complete his purchasing of the remaining 
12,403 tons of cocoa from the agreed 35,000-ton total from the CPA before 
March 8, 1982, which would likely use up all of the remaining reserves of the 
BSF. 
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The possiblility of increasing the export levy to 3 cents per pound will be 
considered at the March meeting of the ICCO, which would allow the BSF Manager 
to seek additional loans. If the BSF Manager completes his purchasing of the 
remaining 12,403 tons of cocoa from the CPA as directed, cumulative purchases 
will exceed 100, 000 tons. 


The continued operation of the ICCA hinges on three points: (1) obtaining 
additional financing for BSF purchases; (2) increasing the levy on exports to 
a higher level; and (3) the willingness of producers to sell cocoa to the BSF 
on a deferred payment basis. 


However, the ICCA is facing a tough road ahead because producers are now har- 
vesting a record world crop, which will increase global stocks for the fifth 
consecutive year. Further compounding the supply situation is the outlook for 
continued expansion in world production in the coming years, because of new 
plantings in the Ivory Coast, Brazil, and Malaysia. In the meantime, the 
market awaits the decisions the ICCO will take to meet the challenges that 
face the ICCA in the coming months.
